THE WISE OWL An article in the 
AND THE August Philistine 
SAGACIOUS lauding the Owl 
PHILISTINE drug stores so near- 

ly took our breath 
away that for a moment, not being 
able to think clearly after such a 
shock, we were tempted to call at the 
nearest ‘‘Yellow Front’’ for a little 
stimulant, Peruna (or Katarno) or 
something of ‘‘Professor’’ Munyon’s 
and at the same time see for ourselves 
the marvels that Elbert Hubbard 
dreamed. ‘‘Praise superlative?’’ Why, 
Mr. Hubbard, you have made a lion 
of our familiar yellow cat. And this 


from the man who wrote ‘‘A Message 
to Garcia!’’ 3 

We still believe that Mr. Hubbard is 
keen of wit as well as shrewd at a 
bargain, and the only way in which 
certain things are to be explained, is 
that he had taken a bigger advertising 
contract than he could fill and turned 
the job over to his man Friday or to 
Ali Baba’s third assistant. In the 


article referred to the local color is - 


good. The yellow’ streamers, the 
bushel of tooth brushes and the ma- 
chine where one drops one’s automo- 
bile tickets are all familiar. For ex- 
ample, one day while a lady waited 
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for her parcel, the clerk who had 


served her leaned back against the 
shelves and manicured his nails. He 
may, however, have been in the transi- 
tion period. Mr. Hubbard says, ‘‘The 
Owl tends to make ladies and gentle- 
men out of people who might other- 
wise be boors.’’ 

As to ‘‘the trust talk,’’ they do 
eliminate competition so far as they 
ean. If you ask for a bottle of sodium 
phosphate, for example, and specify 
J. W. and Son’s, M.’s or P. D. & Co’s., 
one of these ‘‘wise counselors’’ who 
has your good at heart will tell you he 
hasn’t it, but that he has the Owl 
make which is ‘‘just as good.’’ 

Plainly, Mr. Hwubbard has _ seen 
little of drug stores since the days, a 
quarter of a century ago, when he was 
a doctor, a druggist and a thousand 
and one other things. 

It would seem that Mr. Hubbard, or 
his man Friday, has overdone the task 
assigned him. It must have been the 
man Friday, for to overdo a thing 
defeats the aim, and Mr. Hubbard is 
a good advertiser, yet here he taxes 
the credulity of the most gullible. 

It is most unkind in Mr. Hubbard 
to so plainly ‘‘beckon for the commis- 
sioner in bankruptcy,’’ or he should 
see to it that Friday is given time to 
acquire the ‘‘new virtue.”’ 

It certainly does ‘‘look like praise 
superlative’’ to one who sees frequent- 
ly the Owl, ‘‘most of the business of 
which is to supply these little trivial 
necessary nothings that we all need,’’ 
and also who frequently sees other 
drug stores. 

And the second of the secrets of the 
success of the Owl! ‘‘ Absolute truth, 
never misinforming, never misdirect- 
ing.’’ Isn’t that pretty strong, Mr. 


Hubbard, to say of any human insti- 


tution ? 

‘The greatest thing ‘in the world 
is mother-love, said Charles Darwin,’’ 
so quotes Elbert Hubbard, and ‘‘The 
Owl drug stores reveal genius brought 
to bear in the realm of commerce. It 


is mother-love in trade.’’ For shame, 
Mr. Hubbard, to so prostitute a great 
thought! Or perhaps it wotld be 
kinder to take this tale in the same 
spirit we do the story of Billy Beg | 
and the six cows, six horses, six 
donkeys and six goats that he herded, 
‘‘and the second night the cattle gave 
so much milk that it ran out of the 
house and made a stream and turned 
a mill wheel that had not been turned 
for seven years. The third night the 
milk overflowed the mill stream and 
made a lake nine miles long, nine miles 
broad, nine miles deep; and there is 
salmon and white fish there to this day. 
P. S—I am not advertising the 
Philistine; in all probability you have 
received a marked copy.—M. L. S. 


THE SHERLEY The Sherley bill 
BILL passed Congress and 

was approved by the 
President August 23, 1912. The Sher- 
ley bill is an addition to the present 
pure food and drugs act. The addi- 
tion reads as follows. An article shall 
be deemed misbranded— 


‘Third. If its package or label shall bear 
or contain any statement, design, or device 
regarding the curative or therapeutic effect 
of such article or any of the ingredients 
or substances contained therein, which is 
false and fraudulent.’’ 


We do not in the least doubt the 
good intention of Congress and the 
President in making the Sherley bill | 
a law, but we cannot comprehend the 
remarkable indifference or ignorance 
of the English language and of gram- 
matical construction of our language 
which prompted its passage with the 
little word ‘‘and’’ instead of ‘‘or’’ 
after the last comma. ‘‘Or’’ would 
have made everything safe, sound and 
have dispelled all doubt as to the in- 
tent of the act. As it now stands, 
some ‘‘wise judge’’ will certainly in- 
terpret the law to mean that the state- 
ments on the label on an article must 
be false as well as fraudulent before 
conviction can be had. However, we 
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have no doubt that the spirit or intent 
of the law will be carried out, in 
which case it will prove a great bless- 
ing to a long-suffering and much de- 
ceived publie.

Why should a hospital get its alco- - 


hol free. of duty and not the pharma- 
cist? Or, why should the pharmacist 
pay the duty and the hospital be per- 
mitted to get it duty free? Is the 
hospital any more of a philanthropic 
institution than is the pharmacy? 
Both minister to the needs of the sick. 

These are questions which we wish 
our readers to ponder over. After 
having pondered sufficiently, take pen 
and paper and give us your opinions. 
Several prominent members of the 
C. Ph. A. have already promised to 
give their views in the Pacific Phar- 
macist at an early date. We wish to 
get many replies.

PREVENTING Although not generally 
QUARANTINE so construed it is 


nevertheless true that 
the main effort of the Federal and 
State Quarantine Service is to prevent 
quarantine. This is very forcefully 
illustrated in a recent bulletin issued 
U. S. Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service. bul- 
letin, by Dr. L. E. Cofer, assistant 
surgeon general, tells all about 
quarantine and what to do to prevent 
quarantining. This advice is naturally 
primarily addressed to masters and 
owners of vessels. The Bulletin con- 
tains the following summarized warn- 
ing on the first cover page: 

‘Rats carry plague, mosquitoes 
carry yellow fever; plague and yel- 
low fever cause quarantine; quaran- 
tine means expense. Destroy your rats 
and mosquitoes and not only save 
Owners money but save lives.’’ 

The bulletin is most interestingly 
written and should be read by every 
pharmacist. The plague manifesta- 
tions in rats and in man are de- 
scribed. The value and use of rat 
guards for ships are described and 
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explained. The following contains 
the gist of the bulletin: 

No rats, no plague. No mosquitoes, 
no yellow fever. No lice, no ship’s 
fever (typhus). Vaccinate and no 
smallpox. 

Quarantines are not only very ex- 
pensive but most annoying and those 
efforts which are directed toward 


the prevention of quarantine can not 


be too highly commended, encouraged 
and supported. ; 

Plague still exists on the Pacific 
Coast, not among rats but among 
ground squirrels in the hills of Contra 
Costa County. There is, perhaps, no 
cause for immediate alarm, neverthe- 
less the public should be informed in 
order that all may co-operate in the 
total extermination of this dread 
malady particularly in view of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition in 1915 
which certainly increases the danger 
of the spread of infection. In this 
connection we must point out the 
danger of plague infection over the 
Mexican border. The menace to 
southern California, that hot bed of 
‘‘Christian Science,’’ is doubly great, 
because of its proximity to unsanitary 
Mexico and insaneitary ‘‘Christian 
Science. 


RACE-TRACK Every pharmacist should 
GAMBLING vote intelligently on 

those measures affecting 
the moral ‘status of the state and com- 
munity in which he resides. We are 
in receipt of a circular from Mr. 
Franklin Hichborn of Santa Clara 
California, in which he cautions voters 
against a measure which is to be sub- 
mitted to the people at the November 
election. The objectionable features of 
the measure are set forth as follows by 
Mr. Hichborn: 


The vicious feature of the proposed 
gambling measure is that it does not ap- 
pear to be a gambling measure at all. 
Through several pages, the bill prohibits 


gambling and provides direful penalties 
for all who gamble. 

‘In the last lines, however, appear a few 
words which open the way for the return 
of the gambling element. ‘‘Any and all 
racing associations and corporations,’’ the 
bill provides in these lines, ‘‘which shall 
obtain licenses to conduct race meetings 
in the State of California pursuant to 
and under this Act, may. conduct and 
carry on and permit within the enclosure 
where horse racing is held betting upon 
the races conducted within said_ en- 
closure by and through the Paris Mutual 
and Auction Pool Systems of betting.’’ 


There certainly is no uncertainty in 
the proposed measure. The intention 
is simply to permit the return of race- 
track gambling. Every decent voter of 
the State should vote against it. We 
have a good anti-gambling law. 

Every decent citizen should have 


close acquaintances among saloon-men 


and gamblers and _ these will very 
materially assist him in deciding how 
to vote. See what men and measures 
these approve and then vote against 
them.

Session of Conference of American 
Pharmaceutical Faculties — Thursday 
Morning, August 22. 


In the absence of the President, 
Prof. J. O. Schlotterbeck, the meeting 
was called to order by the Vice-Presi- 
dent, Prof. A. H. Clark of the Chicago 
College of Pharmacy, Prof. Chas. W. 
Johnson of the University of Washing- 
ton acting as Secretary. The cus- 


tomary vice-presidential address was 


omitted. Committee reports were 
called for and presented. The report 
by Dr. H. H. Rusby, dean of the New 
York College of Pharmacy, on the 
standardization of degrees brought 
forth considerable discussion. 
Rusby suggested that, beginning with 
the year 1915, the present two years’ 
course shall be a three years’ course, 
that the Ph. G. degree only shall be 
conferred upon those completing the 
regular college course (conforming to 
the minimum requirements of the Con- 
ference and that the bachelor and doc- 
tor degrees in pharmacy shall be con- 
ferred only on university entrance and 
the completion of the four years of 
eollege work. The Ph. C. degree shall 
be conferred upon those completing 
three years of college work of not less 
than 600 hours each. After consider- 
able discussion it was decided not to 
act on the recommendations of Dr. 
Rusby until the next year (Nashville 
meeting). | 

Correspondence courses in pharmacy 
were the recipient of considerable 
harsh criticism. Prof. Albert Schnei- 
der of the California College of Phar- 
macy submitted the following motion: 
‘“‘That this Conference go on record as 


Dr. 


disapproving correspondence courses in 
pharmacy and quiz preparation courses 
for board of pharmacy examinations.’’ 
After considerable discussion this mo- 
tion was carried by a majority of one. 
Though wholly unparliamentary, the 
motion thus adopted was voted to be. 
reconsidered and was then promptly 


tabled. It was, however, agreed that 


no degree shall be conferred upon 
those completing correspondence 
courses. Prof. J. A. Koch of the Pitts- 
burg College of Pharmacy, as chair- 
man of the Committee on Admission, 
recommended the adoption of ‘‘14 
units as the minimum entrance re- 
quirement’’ to colleges of pharmacy 
instead of ‘‘one year of high school 
work or its equivalent.’’ This recom- 
mendation was discussed and criticised 
because it was not stated what said 
‘£14 units’’ shall comprise. The recom- 
mendation was finally adopted, but 
this act cannot be construed as a pro- 
gressive move, though Prof. Koch de- 
clared that such was the intent of the 
recommendation. 
Dr. Rusby introduced a resolution 
increasing the minimum time of in- 
struction for the two years’ college 
course from 1100 to 1200 hours, and 
that not less than 500 hours of this 
time shall be devoted to didactic in- 
struction. This was adopted. 

The following colleges were admit- 
ted to membership in the Conference. 
1. Mahara Pharmaceutical College of 
Nashville, Tenn. | 

2. Highland Park College of Phar- 
macy of Des Moines, Iowa. 

3. Department of Pharmacy of the 
State College of Pullman, Washington. 

Although the Conference has made 
very little progress in ten years, there 
is a strong tendency towards unifica- 
tion in entrance requirements to col- 
leges of pharmacy and in curricula of 
studies. Prof. Joseph P. Remington 
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macy distributed a limited number of 
copies of a syllabus of courses of in- 
struction as given in the Philadelphia 
college. The work on the National Syl- 
labus was discussed, some. expressing 
it as their opinion that said syllabus 
could be and should be simplified. 

This was the 13th annual session of 
the Conference and 25 colleges were 
represented.

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SOME IMPROVEMENTS IN DRUG 
STORES OF ILLINOIS DUE TO THE 
ENFORCEMENT OF THE STATE 
PURE FOOD LAW 


By Miss Lucy F. Doggett 


The Illinois State Food Commission 
is. now entering upon its fourteenth 
year and within this time the food of 
the people has been enormously bet- 
tered as shown by a purer and a 
higher quality of food and improved 
food sanitation 

The State food law has been re- 
modeled three times and the State 
sanitary law added and today these 
stand as a notable example of a 
higher progress in State legislation 
framed for the purpose of safeguard- 
ing the health of the people. 

Articles in drug stores which are 
of food value only have been placed 
under the supervision of the State 
Food Commission. Chief of these are 
lemon extracts, vanilla extracts, spices 
and soft drinks, though occasionally 
one finds alcoholic beverages where 
only soft drinks are supposed to be 
sold. Six or eight years ago the 
vanilla extracts obtained from drug 
stores consisted chiefly of an alcoholic 
solution of coumarin colored with 


-earamel and contained none of the 


vanilla bean at all. The lemon ex- 
tracts consisted of a very weak solu- 
tion of alcohol with a trace of oil of 
wild lemon grass. Ginger used to be 
adulterated with wheat, corn or bean 
starch, to the extent of twenty-five 
per cent. Cloves contained cereal and 
clove stems. Allspice was adulterated 
with starches. Cinnamon and nutmeg 
were formerly grossly adulterated 
with cocoanut shells and ground olive 
pits. 

Today the extracts on the market 
nearly all meet with the State and 
National standard and if colored at 
all are colored either with turmeric 
or the certified dyes. The vanilla ex- 
tracts generally are made from the 
vanilla bean. Imitation extracts are

now so labeled and one can see at 
a glance whether the article is genuine 
or merely a tonka extract or a vanil- 
lin extract colored with caramel. The 
imitation fruit extracts are so labeled 
and the certified colors are generally 
used. | 

The soft drinks have been greatly 
improved by the near abolition of the 
lead stopper in pops and too by the 
abolition of saccharin which took the 
place of the cane sugar. If the imita- 
tion flavors are marketed they must 
be so labeled and certified dyes are 
chiefly used now in the soda foun- 
tain drinks. The presence of benzoate 
of soda must be declared and only 
one-tenth of one per cent. is. per- 
missable. 

The fruits used in sundaes may not 
now contain salicylic acid or saccha- 
rine. The standard of ice cream has 
been raised as regards the fat content 
and the bacteriological count has been 
materially lessened, due to improved 
sanitary conditions in the dairy, in 
the ice cream factory and around the 
fountain. |

— drug stock as well as provide for 
inspection of drug stores and an in- 
spection and examination of the drugs 
and medicines found in these stores. 


ADDRESS BY JOHN C. WALLACE, 
CHAIRMAN OF THE SECTION ON 
EDUCATION AND LEGISLA- 
TION AMERICAN PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL ASSO- 
CIATION 


The by-laws governing the section 
on education and legislation provide 
three specific duties for the chairman, 
in addition to presiding at the ses- 
sions of the section. 

First the delivering of a short ad- 


dress; second, the preparation of a 
program or suitable topics for dis- 


cussion; third, proposing for the 
several State associations a suitable 
topic for discussion and making a 
report on the same at the annual 
meeting. All of these I have en- 
deavored to comply with. My ad- 
dress will be short and as many of 
the addresses delivered by my pre- 
decessors have been along educational 
lines, I will depart from the beaten 
path and confine myself largely to 
the legislative side, as legislation, to 
my mind, is an all-absorbing topic of 
today. 

My requests for papers for this sec- 
tion have been generously responded 
to and I have prepared a program 
covering a list of more than twenty- 
five papers and I desire to express my 
appreciation and sincere thanks for 
this generous response. 

My efforts in relation to the third 
duty have been somewhat disappoint- 
ing. I extended greeting to twenty- 
five State associations and suggested 
as a subject. for discussion, ‘‘By whom 
should food and drug laws be en- 
fored?’’ which, in my judgment, they 
should all have been interested in and 
up to the present time I have had but 
two responses. In addition to these 


greetings it was my privilege to visit 
two of the State associations, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 

It was also my privilege to attend 
the annual convention of that great 


organization, the National Association 


of Retail Druggists, at Niagara Falls, 
and to participate in the deliberations 
of the National Legislative Conference 
held under their auspices. This will 
will be referred to later, by the dele- 
gates, in a report to the council. 

It has been a matter of keen regret 


to me that some action was not taken 


on the recommendation of Prof. Hyn- 
son at the Boston meeting as chair- 
man of the committee on legislation, 
in regard to the formation of “‘The 
Legislative Conference of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association.’’ In 


order that it might be used as a 


clearing house in matters pertaining 
to legislation for the different branches 
of the drug business, all of which are 
affiliated with the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

When we take up the study of the 
pharmacy and pure drug laws and 
come to a realization of the wonderful 
diversified ideas incorporated . therein, 
we will come to the conclusion that 
a clearing house is badly needed. 

All pharmaceutical legislation has 
had and will continue to have three 
fundamental aims in view. The ad- 
vancement of pharmacy as a profes- 
sion, the protection of the pharmacist, 
and of equal if not greater import- 
ance, the protection of the people. 
Fortunately these three things are so 
closely allied that laws affecting or 
benefiting one are apt to have the 
same result upon another. New 
features of course arise each year as 
new conditions are encountered. 

The one problem that stands fore- 
most to my mind is to pass laws that 
will meet the conditions and give 
protection and still not be too drastic. 
It sounds like the impossible, and I 
confess the solution is beyond me and 
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I think I may safely say beyond any 
one man. Satisfactory and practical 
pharmacy laws (I mean here laws 
that are satisfactory to the majority). 
There are too many interests affected 
for them to be satisfactory to all. 
Satisfactory and practical pharmacy 
laws dre the result of months and 


often years of work and study on the 


part of men realizing their need and 
far-reaching importance, and looking 
at the question from every side. 

The problems are very much the 


same throughout the various states. 


The laws enacted show clearly what 
these problems have been and how 
met. A comparison of the various 
legislative measures of these states on 
subjects now most before the public 


makes them stand out more forcibly. 
than anything I could say on this 
subject. 


I make a brief tabulation 
along this line later. | 

Some of the states are making rapid 
advancement in pharmaceutical legis- 


lation. Others have laws that do not — 


seem to be adequate for present con- 
ditions. However, doubtless, they are 
not satisfied with them themselves 
and regard them as a stepping stone. 
Any one having experience along 
this line appreciates fully the diffi- 


eulty of obtaining what you want, 


especially when a radical change or 
It takes 
time and gradual advancement to 
bring the desired result. Through 
all the ages, advancement along any 
line or in any profession has had to 
contend with ‘‘the old was good for 
my father and for me, why change?”’ 

It has been said by one of our most 
distinguished statesmen that legisla- 


tion was universally a case of compro- 


mise; it therefore can not. be 
wondered at the diversified character 
of legislation which is to be found 
upon our statute books. 

That there was abundant need of 
such legislation as the Federal Food 
and Drugs Act will not be denied 


for the benefits accruing from it 
are discernible upon every hand. 
Many articles which were formerly 
offered as pure food are now entirely 
eliminated and those of us who have 
been actively engaged in the practise 
of pharmacy since its enactment real- 
ize the advantages it has been not 
only to us but to the whole people. 
Few will dispute the fact that the 
Food and Drugs Act has been suc- 
cessful in performing a very import- 
ant mission, but experience has taught 
us that it should go still farther and 
there is at this time undoubtedly a 
need for its being amended, as there 
is also a need for other national legis- 
lation upon lines which seem to us 
to be very important. 

That there should be a remedy for 
the false, extravagant, and misleading 
claims which are made in regard to 
the many worthless preparations with 
which the country is flooded is almost 
unanimously conceded. I am of the 
opinion that all patent or proprietary 
preparations should be manufactured 
by or under the supervision of one 
who has been thoroughly trained and 
qualified for the purpose. 

Twelve of the states have already 
adopted the single standard and I 
see no reason why a single standard 
should not be established under the 
law for preparations for which a 
formulae is given in the authorities 
recognized by the act. As to crude 
drugs and chemicals, the label should 
explicitly state in unmistakable terms 
wherein they differ from the official 
standard, so that anyone purchasing 
the same would know exactly what 
they were buying. 

The exclusion of wood alcohol from 
preparations for external use only is 
not in my judgment justified. 

There is an absolute necessity for 
a national law that will give a com- 
plete record of. all sales of habit- 
forming drugs in interstate commerce 
so that the same can be transmitted 
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to those having the enforcement of 
the state narcotic laws, as intrastate 
regulation loses much of its effect 


without interstate regulation. And 


this can be done without levying any 
additional tribute on the trade, by 
enacting a law requiring registration 
of all sales of narcotic or habit-form- 
ing drugs or preparations containing 
more than a maximum amount of the 
same, made in interstate commerce 
and reporting the same monthly to a 
central bureau in the department at 
Washington. The department at 
Washington to furnish monthly a copy 
of the record of all sales or shipments 
of such drugs or preparations into a 
state to the authorities having the 
enforcement of the narcotic laws in 
that particular state. 

Every state in the Union has en- 
acted a pharmacy law, all of which 


were originally founded upon the — 


same lines. Many of them have been 
constantly amended and many need 
still farther amendments. The en- 
forcement of all of these laws are 
entrusted to the boards of pharmacy. 
I deem it unnecessary at this time 
to take up these laws separately and 
classify the different conditions relat- 
ing thereto as it would be almost an 
endless task. I will, however, a little 
later cite a number of principles 
which I think should be incorporated 
in them. 


Since the enactment of the federal 


law forty-four states of the Union 
have enacted food and drug laws and 
In the enactments of the various 
states, the wonderful diversified opin- 
ions as they relate to pharmaceutical 
legislation is made manifest, and for 


the purpose of illustrating this I have 


scheduled a number of the features 

of the state laws.

3 Enforcement 

Only five of the states of the Union 
have not enacted pure drugs laws, 
viz., Arizona, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
New Mexico, and Oregon. Wiscon- 
sin has a pure drug law that relates 
only to flavoring agents, and specifi- 
cally sets forth a standard for each 
one. 

Twelve of the states have adopted 
a single standard for all official 
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preparations, they are: Colorado, 


Delaware, Florida, Idaho,  [llinois, 
Kansas, Louisiana, New York, Ohio, 
South Carolina, Texas, and West Vir- 


ginia. 


Five of the states have a restricted 


standard, Maryland permits of varia- 


tions same as the federal law,, except 


the preparations of opium, from which 


no variation is permitted. 
New Jersey permits of no variation 


from the official standard of the 


official preparations of opium, cam- 
phor, ginger, peppermint and iodine. 
- Pennsylvania permits of no varia- 
tion from the official standard of the 
official preparations of opium, iodine, 
peppermint, ginger, camphor, and 
ethyl nitrite. 

Tennessee provides that no tr. of 


iron or preparation of opium, iodine, 


camphor, ginger, or peppermint, as 
defined in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia, or New Formulary, shall in 
strength differ from the standards 
therein laid down. | 
Virginia permits of variations same 
as the federal law except laudanum, 


which must conform strictly to the 


standard in every way, other official 
preparations of opium may differ from 
standard as to amount and strength 
of alcohol only and must be plainly 
stated on the label. 

Seventeen of the states, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Florida, Georgia, 


Iowa, Kentucky, Michigan, New York, 


North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Utah, 
Vermont, and West. Virginia exempt 
prescriptions, United States Pharma- 
copoela and New Formulary prepara- 
tions from the labeling clause. 

Two of the states, Nebraska and 
New Jersey, exempt prescriptions, 
recipes, United States Pharmacopoeia 
and New Formulary from the label- 
ing clause. 

Nine of the states, California, Idaho, 
Indiana, Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, 
Maryland, Missouri, and North Da- 
kota, exempt prescriptions from the 


labeling clause but require all United 
States Pharmacopoeia and New For- 
mulary preparations to be labeled. 
Connecticut and Tennessee exempt 
prescriptions and United States Phar- 
macopoeia and New Formulary pre- 
parations to be labeled. | 
Virginia exempts prescriptions and 
United States Pharmacopoeia prepara- 
tions and New Formulary prepara- 
tions provided they are of official 


standard. 


Montana exempts prescriptions and 
extemporaneous' preparations  dis- 
pensed by druggists. : 

Oklahoma exempts _ prescriptions 


and the alcohol content is not re- 


quired, but aside from the alcohol 
content United States Pharmacopoeia 
and New Formulary preparations are 
not exempt. 

Delaware does not require the in- 
gredients to be stated on the label 
and makes no provision for misbrand- 
| 

Nevada makes no provision for a 
statement of any of the _ so-called 
interdicted articles to be made upon 
the label. 

New Hampshire, Texas, Washing- 
ton, and Wyoming require prescrip- 
tions, United States Pharmacopoeia 
and New Formulary preparations to be 
labeled with all of the interdicted 
articles, Texas, however, does not re- 
quire a statement as to alcohol con-. 
tent. 

Thirty-seven of the states, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
New York, North Carolina, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Utah, Virginia, Washington, 
West Virginia, prohibit the sale of 
cocaine except on the prescription. 
California permits the sale of cocaine 
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in preparations that do not contain 


more than one grain to the ounce. 
District of Columbia permits the 
sale of cocaine in preparations that 
do not contain more than one-quarter 
grain to the ounce. ina 
Idaho and Wisconsin permits the 


sale of preparations that contain not 


more than one-eighth grain to the 
ounce. 

Rhode Island and Texas permit the 
sale of preparations of cocaine that 
do not contain more than one-six- 
teenth grain to the ounce. 

Wyoming, narcotic law. 

Seven of the states prohibit the sale 
of opium or its derivatives or prepara- 
tions, except on the prescription of a 
physician. They are Florida, Indiana, 
Kansas, Michigan, New Jersey, Ore- 
gon, and South Dakota. 

Rhode Island permits the sale of 
preparations contaiming not more 
than six grains of opium to the ounce. 

Georgia and West Virginia permit 
the sale of preparations that contain 
not more than four grains to the 
ounce. 

Massachusetts permits the sale of 
preparations that contain not more 
than two and one-half grains of 
opium per ounce. 

Alabama, Arkansas, California, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Montana, New Mexico, 
New York, outside of the city of New 
York, North Carolina, Texas, Vir- 
ginia, Washington, Wisconsin, and 
South Carolina, sixteen in all, permit 
the sale of preparations containing 
not more than two grains of opium to 
the ounce. 

But three states in the Union have 
inscribed upon their statute books a 
prerequisite law, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Rhode Island. 


A prerequisite law has been under 


discussion by a number of the state 
pharmaceutical associations, but in 
some quarters has met with much 
opposition. Those who are opposed 
to the prerequisite law want to com- 


promise the proposition by making 
the requirement that it should be 
graduation from a recognized school 
of pharmacy or an_ equivalent of 
education to be determined by the 
Board of Pharmacy. 

In the first place, I know of no 
place where a pharmaceutical educa- 
tion, equivalent to that required 
for graduation from a reputable col- 
lege of pharmacy can be obtained, 
except from such a college. - 

In the second place, boards of phar- 
macy can not or at least do not give 
sufficient time in their examinations, 
to ascertain if the applicants have 
the equivalent of graduation. 

Third: The requirement of gradua- 
tion from a recognized school of phar- 
macy, to my mind, removes to a great 


extent the question of politics from 
the board of pharmacy and leaves no 


loophole for one without the requisite 


qualifications, but with a strong po-- 


litical affiliation to become a regis- 
tered pharmacist. | 
During the enactment of the pre- 


requisite law in Pennsylvania, I had 


the honor of being chairman of the 
committee on legislation of the Penn- 
sylvania Pharmaceutical Association 
and many curious ideas and objec- 
tions were encountered, one of which 
was the plea that we are placing a 
barrier upon the poor boy who was 
ambitious to become a registered phar- 
macist, but I am fully convinced that 
any young man who is honest, in- 
dustrious, intelligent and ambitious 
can become a graduate of any reput- 
able college of pharmacy in the 
United States, without being an 
object of charity from any one. 

As to suggestions of principles 
which I think should be incorporated 
in a pharmacy law I submit the fol- 
lowing : 

That all laws relating to pharma- 
cists should be executed by pharma- 
cists. 

That a store remote from a phar- 
macy should be licensed to sell drugs 
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and medicines, in original packages, 
put up by or under the supervision 
of a pharmacist, when properly 
labeled with dose and directions. 

That. a pharmacy should be licensed 
and the same renewed annually, a 
charge being made for the license 
and for each renewal. The applicant 
for this license and for each renewal 
shall state in the application the loca- 
tion of the pharmacy, the name or 
names of the person, firm or corpora- 
tion owning or conducting the same 
and the names of all persons and em- 
ployees engaged in the conduct or 
carrying on of the same, who are 
registered as pharmacists or assist- 
ant pharmacists, with the number and 
date of their certificate of compe- 
tency and qualification. 
shall entitle the holder thereof to own 
or conduct a pharmacy at the place 
only for which it is issued. Same can 
be transferred and in the name only 
of the holder and without charge. 

That pharmacists and _ assistant 
pharmacists be licensed, the same to 
be renewed annually, without charge. 

That each applicant for examina- 
tion and registration, shall have a 
preliminary education, the equiva- 
lent of at least a completed first year 
in a high school. 

That students of pharmacy should 
be registered and must have a pre- 
liminary education, which would en- 
title them to make application for 
examination and registration as an 
assistant pharmacist, after having had 
the required amount of experience. 

That any license to practice can be 
refused, suspended or revoked for 
good and sufficient reasons, same to 
be stated in the act, but not without 
notice and a hearing. 

That all certificates and all licenses 
shall be conspicuously exhibited in 
the place of business or where the 
licensed pharmacist or assistant phar- 
macist is employed. 

That the license shall be used only 
by the person to whom it is issued 


This license 


and no license shall be used to con- 
duct more than one pharmacy or one 
licensed store. | f 

The right of interchange of certifi- 
cates with other states having equival- 
ent requirements. 

That it shall be a misdemeanor to 
impersonate an applicant who shall 
be applying, either for a certificate or 
for a license. 

That all rules and regulations made 
by the board must be approved by the 
Attorney General. 

That drugs administered or dis- 
pensed by physicians must conform to 
the standard of strength, quality, and 
purity as fixed by the laws of the 
commonwealth. 

That no person shall use the title 
pharmacist or assistant pharmacist, 
except when so licensed, or that of 
pharmacy or licensed store, except 
when holding a license. 

That every pharmacy must have a 
copy of the latest edition of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia and 
National Formulary. 

That the authorized agents of the 
board shall have the right to enter 
any place where drugs are com- 
pounded, dispensed or sold, for the 
purpose of purchasing samples and 
the right to purchase samples in 
order that tests may be made. | 

That all drugs offered for sale at 
retail must be plainly labeled. 

That the sale of poisons be re- 
stricted and the registration clause 
be strictly enforced. 3 

That all physicians’ prescriptions 
compounded and dispensed shall be 
filed by the pharmacist and kept for 
a reasonable period, to be stated in 
the act, and during that period shall. 
be open to inspection by the police 
authorities upon presentation of an 
order from the court or from members . 
of the board. 

That when a physician indicates in 
writing that a prescription is not to 
be renewed, it shall be a misde- 
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meanor to either renew or give a copy 
of the same. | | 


There doubtless are many other 


principles which should be incorpo- 


rated and which a conference would 
bring out. | 

In conelusion I have but one recom- 
mendation to make, and that is to 
repeat the recommendation, made at 
the Boston meeting by Prof. Hynson, 
as chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee, that a national legislative 
conference be established under’ the 
auspices of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 


PROGRESS OF THE REVISION OF THE 
UNITED STATES PHAR- 
MACOPOEIA

It will doubtless be of interest to 
the members of the American Phar- 
maceutical Asociation to be informed 
on the present state o1 the work of 
the committee of revision. 

It will be remembered that an 
executive committee of fifteen, chosen 
by the votes of the general committee 
of fifty-one, have immediate charge 
of the work of revision. The work 
was divided into fifteen parts and a 
member of the executive committee 
was chosen as the chairman of each 
sub-committee. The members of the 
sub-committees were selected for their 
special knowledge of the subjects 
treated by each sub-committee and 
several members are members of 
several sub-committees. In each case 
the member was consulted before his 
appointment, as it was particularly 
desirable that each member should 
contribute his share of work to the 
general fund. 

Like every constructive work of this 
character, which. is voluntary, some 
members have borne a greater share 
of the work than others. Some are 
very willing to assume, at the outset, 
obligations which they can not fulfill 
and events proved that the chairman 


of the sub-committees have had to 
proceed without their help. This has 
thrown a large amount of work upon 


the chairmen who have had to send 
in their reports to the executive com- 
mittee after the continuous urging 


of the general chairman to keep going. 


Admissions and Deletions 


Experience has again demonstrated 
the value of the plan, which was first 
used in the last revision of the Phar- 


macopoela, of culling out the subjects | 


which require little or no revision and 
starting work upon them. This was 
particularly the case with the report 
on admissions and deletions. A pre- 
liminary list was sent out for which 
it was believed a majority of the sub- 
committee would certainly vote for 


admission, leaving debatable subjects 


for later consideration. This enabled 
the chairman of the executive com- 
mittee to begin the work and give 
a number of subjects to each sub- 
committee for a start. From time to 
time the chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on scope reported lists of other 
subjects which had obtained a ma- 


jority of votes for admission and at 


the last meeting of this association in 
Boston, the tentative list was sub- 
mitted, and, with very few excep- 
tions, has received the general ap- 
proval of those interested in the 
Pharmacopoeia. Some of the physi- 
cians on the general committee have 
vigorously objected to the admission 
of some of the drugs and preparations 
found in this list, for it must be 
understood that a small but active 
number of physicians believed that 
only a very limited number of drugs 
and preparations should be admitted 
to the Pharmacopoeia. A larger num- 
ber of the members of the committee 
desired the admission of drugs and 
preparations that are used to a large 
extent in any section of the country. 

In the writer’s opinion, entirely too 
much stress has been laid upon this 
part of the work. Physicians will 
continue to prescribe unofficial sub- 
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stances as they always have; some even 
pride themselves upon the fact that 
they have no use for the Pharma- 
copoeia and that they do not use such 
common things as do the general run 
of practitioners. But the committee 
have not accepted the view of a 
skeleton Pharmacopoeia, nor have 
they approved of a padded one. 

While upon this subject, it should 
be stated that the list has not yet 
been closed and it is proposed to 
make a few more additions and de- 
letions. 


Patented Products, Synthetics, Etc. 

The subject of admitting controlled 
products, patented, copyrighted, or 
otherwise monopolized, has been made 
a subject of debate. This question 
has always proved a stumbling-block 
in previous revisions and the ques- 
tion is more important today because 
of the immense number of such 
products now in general use. Manu- 
facturers and their agents have been 
very active in insisting upon their 
legal rights in protecting their prop- 
erty. Physicians have been luke- 
warm and the majority insist on pre- 
scribing anything which they believe 
will aid their patients to recover 
health. 


The great difficulty is the practical” 


one of introducing into the Pharma- 
copoeia any substance over which 
there can be no control of identity 
and purity. The Pharmacopoeia might 
introduce a controlled product under 
its name or a new name, but of what 
use would be the official tests? The 
manufacturer~could at will alter his 
product in some way, by changing 
its color or in some other unimportant 
particular. The National and State 
Food and Drug Acts would, of course, 
recognize the official preparation, but 
it could not be had in the market and 
it would be taking up valuable space. 
The manufacturers almost to a unit 
declare that they do not care whether 
the Pharmacopoeia. admits their prod- 
ucts or not. Naturally they do not 
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care to have any authorized super- 
vision over their property and so long 
as their sales are not interfered with 
they do not want to be hampered in 
any way. 

Our courts have recognized pro- 
prietary rights in medicines and the 
introduction of controlled products 
would amount to an advertisement 
showing that such and such a product 
had found favor in the sight of the 
committee of revision. The complica- 
tions would be endless. There would 
probably be two kinds of the same 
preparation on the market—the manu- 
facturers’ and the official. A physi- 
cian prescribing such a preparation 
might have the manufacturers’ product 
in mind; the pharmacist might have 
in stock only the official. | 

In cases where the patent has run 
out on certain largely used synthetics, 
for instance, Phenacetin, the difficulty 
has been met by introducing the sub- 
stance under a different name, but 
many of the largely used synthetics 
are sold under patents which are still 
alive. It would seem that the only 
solution would be to have an agree- 
ment with the manufacturer, firm or 
corporation controlling the product, 
but this would be of doubtful utility 
and would only obtain in a very few 
cases. The manufacturer would not 
care to imperil any of his right to 
exclusive manufacture. Where a 
patent will run out within a year or 
« comparatively short time, he might 
be willing, for the sake of the adver- 
tisement and to increase sales 
somewhat, particularly in view of a 
competing preparation which was sup- 
planting the older product. 

Nomenclature 

The subject of Nomenclature has 
been settled by the executive com- 
mittee on the following basis: 

‘‘That changes in the titles of 
articles at present official be made 
only for the purpose of insuring 
greater accuracy, brevity or safety in 
dispensing, and that in the case of 
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newly ‘admitted articles titles be 
chosen’ which: are in harmony with 
general usage and convenient for pre- 
-seribing, the scientific name being 
given at least as a synonym in the 
case of chemicals of a definite com- 
position. | 
‘“That in stating the strength of 
acids in the United States Pharma- 
copoelia they be stated in such terms 


as Hydrogen Chloride, HCl, ‘absolute 


hydrochloric acid,’ Hydrogen Phos- 
phate, H,PO,, ‘absolute orthophos- 
phoric acid,’ Hydrogen Acetate, 
CH,COOH, ‘absolute acetic acid,’ 
ete. 

It is not likely that there will be 


any serious objection to continuing 


the present style of Latinization so 
that it would affect the labels at 
present in use throughout the country. 
The experience of 1906 and 1907 of 
manufacturers, wholesale druggists, 
‘retail druggists, and physicians when 
-the Food and Drugs Act went into 
effect is one long to be remembered. 
Many thousands of dollars worth of 
labels had to be destroyed and the 
labor, confusion, and loss of money 
was very great. But it was worth 
the trouble and the label today has 
vastly more significance than ever 
before. 
Synonyms | 
The subject of synonyms has cor- 
respondingly increased in importance. 
‘Some druggists seek to evade the 
official requirements by avoiding an 


official name and use a name which. 


will permit the sale of the substance 
without incurring much risk. It is 
difficult to see how the Pharmacopoeia 
ean cover the field thoroughly be- 
cause, like when exterminating rats, 
if one hole is stopped another is sure 
to be opened in a new place. There 
is no question, however, that the list 
of synonyms in the Pharmacopoeia 
will have to be increased. 
Physical Factors 
The question of stating solubilities 
of substances in the Pharmacopoeia 


has occupied much attention. Of 
course it would be most desirable to 
give an exact figure for the solubility 
of a substance in water, boiling water, 
alcohol, diluted alcohol, glycerin, 
ether, chloroform, petroleum benzin, 
fixed oils, and other solvents. It 
would also be desirable to introduce 
a uniform method of taking solubili- 
ties. There are physical difficulties, 
however, which would lead to false 
figures and the methods of the physi- 
cal laboratory, which are most accu- 
rate, would be entirely unsuited for 
the use of the pharmacist and physi- 
clan. For a book like the Pharma- 


copoeia the latter rarely require a 


method which necessitates a thermo- 
stat or a continuous agitation ap- 
paratus or a method which requires 
a long time to determine the exact 
solubility. But the principal reason 


for making an exception and not 
inserting a uniform method for solu- 


bilities is that solubilities alone are 


Inconclusive tests for identity or 


purity. They are useful physical 
factors within certain ranges, but in 
view of the abuses which might arise, 
particularly in legal contests, where 
solubilities are stated with decimal 
figures and because it would be pos- 
sible to involve honest manufacturers, 
retail druggists, and others in need- 


less criticism and often unjust accusa- | 
tion, it has been deemed best to state 


solubilities in rounded figures or by 
giving a range. It is not proposed 
to drop the use of figures in stating 
solubilities, but a statement will be 
inserted in the Introductory Notices 
of the Pharmacopoeia giving the 
reasons for not regarding solubilities 
as conclusive tests. This question is, 
however, open for further considera- 
tion. | 
Melting points, boiling points, and 
specific gravities do not fall within 
this category and uniform methods 
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for obtaining these physical factors 
will doubtless be inserted. 


Standard Temperature 


The executive committee and 
general committee of revision have 
voted to retain 25° C. (77° F.) as 
the standard temperature for specific 
gravities and other purposes. <A 
table will likely be inserted in the 
Appendix giving corresponding values 
at 15° C. and 20° C. for official 
specific gravities. 

The work on the inorganic and or- 
ganic chemicals is nearly completed 
and this occupies the largest number 


_ Of pages in the book. 


Pharmacognosy and botany is well 


advanced. The reports on galenical 


preparations are well in hand. There 
still remain the editing and the pre- 
paring of the final manuscript. This, 


of course, can not be done until all of 


the reports have been passed upon. 
When this work is completed, print- 


ing will begin and publicity will be 


given to whatever changes have been 
made in tests and standards. . 


The following table shows the num- 
ber of pages of official bulletins, 
letters and circulars issued by the 
various sub-committees and com- 
mittees, although the communications 
from firms, corporations, physicians, 
pharmacists, scientific bodies, and the 
public generally, and the _ replies 
thereto are not included in the sum- 
mary, although they constitute a large 
amount of correspondence.

DR. PAYNE AND THE NAVAL 
PHARMACISTS 


All members of the A. Ph. A. know 


Dr. George F. Payne of Atlanta, Ga. 
For years he has used every effort to 
secure the passage of a bill which 
would raise the status of pharmacists 
in the United States Navy. His efforts 
have finally been crowned with suc- 
cess. In time the naval pharmacists 
will no doubt show their appreciation 
to Dr. Payne for the good work he did 


for them. We quote the following let- 


ter from Doctor Payne which serves 


to explain the situation: 


7 Atlanta Ga., Sept, 6, 1912. 
Dear. Editor: 

The naval appropriation bill just 
passed by Congress contains the following: 

That pharmacists shall, after six years 
from date of warrant, be commissioned 
chief pharmacists after passing satisfac- 
torily such examination as the Secretary of 
the Navy may prescribe, and shall, on pro- 
motion, have the rank, pay and allowances 
of chief boatswains. | 


The naval pharmacists of the United 
States several years ago, by the earnest 


work of the pharmacists of the whole 


United States, led by the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, secured the posi- 


‘tion and pay of warrant officers and rank 
in the Navy. which carries from $1500 to. 


$2500 salary a year and warrants by the 
president. 


The naval appropriation bill now causes 


the naval pharmacists to rank as the 


other warrant officers, 1. e., they will be 
commissioned and have the rank and pay 
of ensigns, which is equivalent to second 
lieutenant on land. 

When the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation started their work a few years 
ago in behalf of the pharmacists m the 
United States Navy, the only persons that 
the said pharmacists outranked were the 
negro cooks. The rank of warrant officers 
was secured some time ago, but now for 
the first time in the history of American 


Pharmacy, the chief pharmacists of the 


American Navy will,.be commissioned of- 
ficers. 


The pharmacists in the Navy of nearly, 


all civilized countries have long held com- 


missions, and in this respect, the United 
States has been very backward. The work 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion in behalf of the pharmacists in the 
service of the United States just before 
the Spanish-American war, caused the 
elimination of foreigners in the United 
States Army, Navy and Marine-Hospital 
Service which has so pleased the American 
public. The association made the argu- 
ment that the United States Government 
places should be filled by American citi- 
zens, and if capable American citizens 
could not be secured at the salaries of- 
fered, the salaries should be made larger. 
Congress agreed with the A. Ph. A., and 
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salaries were made larger and foreigners 
were largely eliminated from the Army, 
Navy and Marine-Hospital Pharmaceutical 
Service of the United States.

‘Change in Name of the Public Health and 


Marine-Hospital Service 


On August 14 President Taft approved 
an act passed by Congress to change the 
name of the Public Health and Marine- 


Hospital Service to the Public Health 


Service; at the same time- certain func- 
tions and duties of the Service were ex- 


tended and broadened, and the salaries of 


officers were increased. This bill in various 
shapes has been before Congress for sev- 
eral years and has run the gamut of this 


and that committee, finally emerging in 


fairly satisfactory shape. The late Surgeon- 
General ‘Wyman made a death-bed appeal 
for its passage. It will give the Public 


Health Service somewhat larger oppor- 


tunities to show the people what a real 
department of health could accomplish in 


health protection and disease prevention. 
The reads: 


An Act to change the name of the 
Publie Health and Marine-Hospital Service 


to the Public Health Service, to increase 
the pay of officers of said service, and for 
other purposes. 


‘‘That the Public Health and Marine- 


Hospital Service of the United States shall 


hereafter be known and designated as the 


Public Health Service, and all laws per- 
taining to the Publi¢c Health and Marine- 


Hospital Service of the United States shall 
hereafter apply. to the Public Health Serv- 


ice, and all regulations now in foree, made 


in accordance with law for the Public 
Health and’ Marine-Hospital Service of the 
United States shall apply to and remain 
in foree as regulations of and for the 
Public Health Service. until changed or 
rescinded. The Public Health Service may 
study and investigate the diseases of man 
and conditions influencing the propagation 
and spread thereof, including sanitation 
and sewage and the pollution either direct- 
ly. or indirectly of the navigable streams 
and. lakes of the United States, and it 
may from time to time issue information 
in the form of publications for the use of 
the publie. 

“See. 2. That beginning with the first 
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day of October next after the passage of 
this act the salaries of the commissioned 
medical officers of the Public Health Serv- 
ice shall be at the following rates per 
annum: Surgeon General, six thousand 
dollars; Assistant Surgeon General, four 
thousand dollars; senior surgeon, of which 
there shall be ten in number, on active 
duty, three thousand five hundred dollars; 
surgeon, three thousand dollars; passed 


assistant surgeon, two thousand four hun- 


dred dollars; assistant surgeon, two thou- 
sand dollars; and the said officers, except- 
ing the Surgeon General, shall receive an 


-additional compensation of ten per centum 
of the annual salary as above set forth for 


each five years’ service, but not to exceed 


in all forty per centum; Provided, That 


the total salary, ineluding the longevity 
increase, shall not exceed the following 
rates: Assistant Surgeon General, five 
thousand dollars; senior surgeon, four 
thousand five hundred dollars; surgeon, 


four thousand dollars; Provided further, 


That there may be employed in the Public 
Health Service such help as may be pro- 


‘vided for from time to time by Congress. 


FOOD INSPECTION DECISION 147 
Absinth 


eo generally recognized in coun- 


tries which have had experience with 


the sale and consumption of absinth 
that this beverage is dangerous to 


health. Belgium, Switzerland, and 


Holland have forbidden its manufac- 


ture, sale, and importation; absinth is 
also. condemned by the laws of Brazil 


and its importation forbidden. 


Importations of absinth into the 


United States are prohibited, both be- 


cause they -come from countries which 
forbid or restrict its manufacture and 
sale, and because these products are 
injurious to the health of the people 
of the United States. 

The Secretary of Agriculture, there- 
fore, will regard as adulterated under 
the Food and Drugs Act absinth 
which, on and after October 1, 1912, 
is manufactured or offered for sale 
in the District of Columbia or the Ter- 
ritories, or shipped in interstate com- 
merce or offered for importation into 
the United States.

An Argument for Vaccination—During 


the first three months of 1912 there were 
reported 283 cases of small pox in Michi- 
gan. The vaccination histories of these 
‘eases are as follows: Seventeen patients 
‘were vaccinated between 1 and ten years 
previously; five between 10 and 20 years 
previously; one, between 20 and 30 years 


previously; two as far back as between 50 


and 60 years previously, and several ‘‘in 
childhood,’’ ‘‘yéars ago,’’ ‘‘doubtful, if 
ever,’’ ete.; but 245 had never been vacci- 
nated. It costs Michigan $150,000 a year 
to take care of indigent small pox patients 
and to protect the unvaccinated.—R. L. 
Dixon in Detroit Med. Jour. 


The Prevention of Senility—Professor 
Metchnikoff, director of the Paris Pasteur 
Institute, addresses a letter to a leading 
Hungarian daily paper (a freemasons’ 
paper, chiefly edited by medical men) in 
which he publishes the results of his latest 
investigations. His scientific discoveries, 
he says, have been so exaggerated in lay 
‘papers that he has resolved henceforth to 
write direct to the public. After mention- 
ing’ his early theory that the length of life 
among animals varies inversely with the 
length of the large intestine, and his later 
theory that senility is the consequence of 
the effects of toxins (chiefly phenols) pro- 
duced by the intestinal- bacteria, Metchni- 
‘koff refers to experiments in which he 
actually succeeded in producing in apes 
senile degeneration by giving them small 
doses of parakresol (a derivative of 
phenol) for some time. 

These were the fundamental investiga- 
tions which led to the solution of the ques- 
‘tion as to how the action of the intestinal 
bacteria might be checked or lessened. 
The lactic acid baeillus has proved to be 
the best for this purpose. An obstacle to 
the work of the lactic acid bacilli has been 
their need of sugar, which does not reach 
the rectum in a usable form. Dr. Metchni- 
koff and Dr. Wollmann, his pupil, have 
overcome this by cultivating bacteria which 
produce sugar from starch. It is now 
possible to supply a diet capable of sup- 
porting the bacillus which limits the action 
of the intestinal flora. 

‘‘Of course,’’ concludes Metechnikoff, ‘‘ the 
struggle against senility is not all finished. 
Whether these discoveries will actually 
tend toward the lengthening of human life 
is yet a question of the future. But it 


cannot be denied that a beginning has 
been made, and we have reason to hope 


that from these investigations mankind 
may derive practical benefit.’’—Journ. A.

Professor Sanford, who is now a retired 
Carnegie pensioner. | 

‘‘T have heard it said that among 


animals the time of life is five times the 


age that is required to reach maturity. I 


‘eannot see why. mankind should not come 
under the same law. As thirty years are 
‘needed for a man to reach maturity, then 


under natural conditions he should live to 
be a hundred and fifty, so you see our race 
is dying in what might be termed child- 


hood.’’ 


The Professor’s remedy is active mental 
exercise. To this we would add judicial 
physical exercise and hygienic prophy- 
laxis.—Pac. Med. Journ.

Brand, formerly Commercial Agent and 
now Assistant Chief of the Bureau, of the 
activities of seventy commercial associa- 
tions in the United States, with special 
reference to the development of foreign 
trade.

The trouble with many of us is that 
our minds are so occupied with other 
things that we are often apt to forget 
why we are running a drug store. 
What’s the use of having a fountain, 
if you will not extend yourself to the 
limit to make it yield a maximum of 
profit ? | 

What’s the use of having a prescrip- 


tion department, if you will not make 


some effort to get prescriptions? 
What’s the use of getting a stock 
of soap, stationery or cigars, if you 
have no ambition to tell people to come 
and take it away? 
In fact, what’s the use of being in 


the drug business at all, if you have 


not the business qualifications or the 
business sense of a red-blooded man 
anxious to make a good honest living 
for his family? | 


A Clean and Bright Fountain 


Attractiveness at the fountain is a 
valuable asset. It is the cause of a 


greater patronage. While it is of. 


primary importance that everything 
about the fountain be scrupulously 
clean, it makes for a better business to 
also have it present an attractive ap- 
pearance by having all the various ac- 
cessories arranged in an orderly as well 
as artistic manner. 

For instance, all the tumbler holders 
should be arranged in some suitable 
manner, as a row or pyramid, but out 
of the way so they can not be knocked 
over, and at the same time have them 
very handy. 

The bowls of crushed fruit, unless in 
a special iced compartment (where 
they properly belong) should be artisti- 


cally arranged on the marble counter 


and between them are arranged the 
spoon holder, sugar bowl, lemon and 
egg bowls, straw holder, sprinkler top 
bottles and such other necessities as 


must be close at hand. 


Where there is a back bar the effect- 


iveness of this artistic display can be 


greatly enhanced and made to include 
folded fancy paper napkins, a bouquet 
or two or a potted plant, and bottle of 
tincture of ginger, raspberry vinegar, 


lime juice, fruits, headache and Seid- 


litz powders, etc. 
There is one thing that operates very 
positively against a good soda water 
trade, and that is the reprehensible 
practice of having the fancy quart 
syrup bottles and the jars of crushed 
fruit standing on the counter, back bar 
or on shelves. These syrups and 
crushed fruits, thus kept, are always 
warm, and serve to melt any ice cream 
with which they come in contact; they 


effectively and very quickly ‘‘kill’’ all 


the gas in any beverage, and constitute 


the chief agency in making a warm 


drink for your patron, when what he 
really wants is a cold one. 

Put all your syrups and crushed 
fruits on ice and keep them there. 
Then your patrons will get the cold 
drink which they expect and which 
they are willing to pay for. Any other 
plan results in a warm, nauseous drink 
that may appropriately be called 
‘slop. 

There is only one way to build up a 
paying soda water business, and that 
is to give your patrons a better bever- 
age than they can get anywhere else— 
you cannot do it any other way.—N. A.

Harmlessness of Distilled Water 


On theoretic grounds, to say the least, 


the use of distilled water for drinking is 


unphysiologic.. This is, of course, due not 
to the fact that the processes of distillation 
have been resorted to, but rather to the 
complete absence from the water of dis- 
solved substances. Many animal cells 
speedily disintegrate when they are im- 
mersed in distilled or other ‘‘pure’’ water. 


The osmotic relations between water and 


solutions of salts, etc., such as are repre- 
sented by the protoplasmic juices, lead to 


a rapid diffusion current and the entrance 


of water into the cells, causing them to 
swell and disintegrate, precisely as red 
blood-corpuseles will hemolyze in distilled 
water. 


It should be noted, however, that ordi- 


mary drinking-water is far from isotonic 


with animal fluids and tissues, so that the 
differences between it and distilled water 
are merely those of degree. Whether or 


not drinking-water of any sort is irritating 


to the gastric cells with which it early 
comes into contact depends on local con- 
ditions. If the stomach is completely 
empty an unpleasant response may be 
initiated. It is not a rarity to find indi- 
viduals who are unable to drink water, on 
an empty stomach, with comfort. Near 
one of the German university cities is a 
very pure spring known popularly. as the 
Giftquelle (poison spring). The designa- 
tion is said to have arisen from the fact 
that nausea occasionally is evoked in those 


who drink from it. The water is excep- 


tionally deficient in dissolved substances. 
In every-day experience, however, water 
is not regularly taken into an empty 
stomach, so that the presence of contents 
helps to avert the objections raised above; 
isotonicity is, further, speedily established 
by secretion into the hypotonic fluid; and, 
lastly, the gastric membrane is usually. 
covered with a protective layer of secreted 
mucus. The combination of factors re- 
lieves us from the likelihood of distress or 


detriment under ordinary circumstances.—

RECENT LEGAL DEOISIONS OF IN- 


| TEREST TO DRUGGISTS 


Manufacture of Smoking Opium 


The Cirenit Court of Appeals holds that 
any process whereby crude opium is ¢on- 
verted into a product fit for smoking con- 
stitutes a ‘‘manufacture’’ of smoking 
opium within the meaning of the Internal 
Revenue Act of October 1, 1890, imposing 
a tax upon all opium manufactured for 
smoking purposes in the United States, 


- and prescribing regulations for such manu- 


facture to be observed under penalty of 
criminal prosecution. That act was not 
repealed nor its application narrowed by 
the act of February 9, 1909, prohibiting 
the importation of opium for other than 
medicinal purposes. 

Marks v. U. S8., 196 Fed. 476. 


Validity of Adrenalin Patents 


The Takamine patent, No. 753,176 for 
the glandular extractive product commer- 
cially known as ‘“Adrenalin,’’ claim 1, 
covers ‘‘a substance possessing the therein 
described physiological characteristics and 
reactions of the suprarenal glands in a 
stable and concentrated form and prac- 
tically free from inert and associated 
gland tissue.’’ Claims 2, 9, 11, 12 and 
14 all contain a reference to ‘‘ associated 
gland tissue.’’ The Cireuit Court of Ap- 
peals holds that these claims, construed in 
the light of the specification, must be lim- 
ited to a substance possessing the de- 
cribed characteristics and reactions the 
constituents of which, or some of them, 
were at one time associated with ‘ supra- 
renal gland tissues. As so construed, all, 


of these claims were held to be valid. . 


Claims 6, 13 and 15 of the patent, which 
do not contain such limitations, were not 
passed upon. The Takamine patent No. 
753,177, for a glandular extractive com- 
pound dealing with a salt of the product 
covered by patent No. 753,176, claims 5 
and 6, which are expressly limited to a 
compound of an acid and ‘‘the herein de- 
scribed product. of the suprarenal glands’’ 


were held valid. Claims 1 and 2, which © 


were without . such limitation, were not, 
passed upon. 
Parke-Davis & Co. v. H. K. Mulford & 
Co., 196 Fed. 496. 


Illegal Sale of Poison—Indictment 


‘An indictment under the Minnesota Stat- 
ute, R. L. 1905, Section 2340, purported 
to charge the defendant with the ¢rime 


of permitting the ‘vending of poison in 


his place of business without the super- 
vision of a registered pharmacist or assist- 


ant, resulting in the death of a human” ~~ 


being. It alleged the name of the person 
to whom the sale was made, but not the 
name of the person making it; that the 
defendant knowingly permitted the sale, 
but not the manner or mode in which the 
defendant permitted the sale; and that 
the sale was made without the supervision 
of a registered pharmacist. It was held 
that the indictment stated facts sufficient 
to constitute a public offense. Any 

State v. Mayo, Minnesota. oe 

Court, 136 S. W. 849. 


Soda Fountain Tank Explosion—Liability 


In an action for the death of an em- 
ploye caused by the explosion of a soda 
fountain tank, it was found that the proxi- 
mate cause of the oceurrence was the neg- 
ligence of a co-employe who had been 
directed by the employer to instruct the 
deceased how to charge the tank. It was 
held that the negligence was not that of 
the fellow servant, but of the employer, 
and hence the employer was liable. Such 
co-employe having charge of the employ- 
er’s soda department, and it being one of 
his duties to see that the fountains were 
charged, he represented the employer in 
giving such direction. The tank which ex- 
ploded was badly rusted and scaled and 
in use in a place and under circumstances 
highly conducive to rust and deterioration. 
It was held that the employer’s negligence 


in failing to use reasonable care to main- 


tain the tank in a safe condition was for 
the jury. An instruction to the jury that 
the employer was bound, in making an in- 
spection of the tank to do what a reason- 
able man of ordinary prudence would do 
to keep the tank in a reasonably safe con- — 
dition, was not error. While the reference 
to inspection might properly have been 
omitted, it could not be said that it misled 
the jury, although there was no evidence 
showing what inspection of such apparatus 
was usual or customary. 

Reference by the plaintiff’s counsel, in 
his argument, to the death as a murder 
worthy of the pirates of old, remarks that 
the employe was sent into a sewer, reek- 
ing with slime and smells, without the op- 
portunity to prepare for eternity given to 
the worst criminal, and that the jurors 
would not want it on their conscience that 
they had placed a man in such danger, 
was held to be inflammatory and im- 
proper, and contributed to a reduction of 
the verdict from $6,286.01 to $3,000.
